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AMERICAN NUCLEAR TECHNOLOGY. 

- SENATOR PELL SUGGESTED TIME MAY HAVE COME TO BREAK LINKS 
WITH LIBYA. WHEN DEPARTMENT WITNESSES POINTED OUT THIS 
WOULD JEOPARDIZE SOME U.S. INTERESTS, INCLUDING ACCESS TO 
LIBYAN PETROLEUM, SRFC DECIDED TO ASK DEPARTMENT OF ENERGY
